losing his life Napoleon once said, "In 
the commencement of my exnipalgns." 
Indeed, If further proof were demand- 
ed.to show that he did not spare him- 
self at Toulon it Is only necessary to 
add that during the ten weeks of Its 
siege Xapoleon, In addition to a bay- 
onet wound In his thigh, had three 
horses shot under hlir. while at the 
siege of Acre during the expedition to 
Egypt he lost co fewer than four la 
the same manner. 


During the last days of his life, 


when captivity, disappointment 
and 


sickness had well nigh completed their 
work, it is said that the agony of his 
fatal disease drew from him on many 
occasions the pitiful cry of. "Why. did 
the cannon balls spare mef* 


During his Ions military career Na- 


poleon fought CO battles, while Caesar 
fought but 50. In the early part of his 
career he was nttrely reckless of dan- 
ger while on the battlefield, and this 
spirit of fearlessness contributed large- 
ly to the love and este*:a In which h« 
was held by his armies. There was a 
curious belief among the English in 
Napoleon's time that he had never 
been wounded, and Indeed the report 
was current that he carefully if cot in 
a cowardly manner refrained from ex- 
posing himself. Netting cotld be more 
contrary to the. truth, for he was la 
reality several times severely wound- 
ed, but is he wished to Impress npoa 
his troops the belief that good fortune 
neter deserted him and that, like 
Athiiles. he was wdl nigh invulner- 
able, he always made a secret of his 
many dangers. He therefore enjoined 
once for all upon the part of his Im- 
mediate staff the most absolute silence 
regarding all circumstances of this na- 
ture, for it Is almost impossible to cal- 
culate the confusion 
and 
disorder 


mhich would have resulted from th« 
slightest report or the smallest douit 
relative to his existence, t'poa the sin- 
gle thread of this man's life depended 
not only the fate and government jof a 
great empire, but the whole pollcy'std 
destiny of Europe as well.
